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“Leyte Operations Poorly Planned; Called for 
Getting Up Too Early in the Morning” 


How it feels to find yourself ap- | 
proaching the Jap-held Philippines 
on a mine-sweeping venture three 
days before the Leyte invasion, and 
then after that mission was accom- 
plished to be retiring from the 
scene only to run smack into the 
Jap fleet, is told in the following 
letter from a former Andover boy, 
Lieutenant (jg) Melvin G, Grover: 

“Perhaps, as I know you are mut- 
tering to yourself it is sacrilege to 
mention MacArthur and myself in 
the same breath. Perhaps. But Doug 
and I have something in common. 
We have both been to the Philip- 
pines in this year of the Lord, 1944. 

“What's more—and without wish- 
ing to belittle the eminent general 
—I beat him back up there. I was in 
Leyte Gulf three days before he 
was. I was up in Leyte when it was 
very lonely and so quiet you could 
hear a 100-kilogram bomb drop. The 
only difference between me and the 
General was that, being boss man, 
he didn’t have to be there. I had no 
choice in the matter. The doctor 
whom I forced to examine me just 
before we departed for Leyte said 
I was crazy if I thought the Navy 
would worry at this late date be- 
cause I had developed flat feet prac- 
tically overnight. 

“So, willy-nilly,—as the old Vas- 
sar saying goes—there I was on a 
destroyer-minesweeper that was g0- 
ing up to make the waters of Leyte 
Gulf safe for the invasion convoy 
that was to arrive three days later. 
It’s curious how various people’s 
reactions are at a time like that. 


effective range of AA guns. He 
didn’t attack, but I know that as a 
result of his activities, he must 
have had to stop into Liggett’s on 
the way home for another roll of 
film. 

“Right after that, the rough 
weather we had been experiencing 
reached its horrible peak, and it 
just wasn’t good flying weather. It 
wasn’t good sailing weather, either, 
and I remember it with an un 
ashamed shudder, I walked all the 
way aft once along the deck to 
make sure our depth charges were 
secure and had my oilskin rain- 
coat ripped all the way up the back 
by the wind. For the first time since 
I’ve been on this ship, we had a man 
overboard. He was a strong swim- 
mer, and we were able to back 
down and pick him up in time. He 
looked slightly disappointed when 
we pulled him aboard again, and | 
didn’t blame him at the time. 

“After that first day the weather 
cleared nicely, and it was a beauti- 
ful day and a beautiful sight when 
the convoy came in on D-day. The 
papers said there were 600 ships, 
but that was pure propaganda. I 
counted them and you can take my 
word that there were only 597. The 
bombardment of the island from the 
sea and from the air was also a 
sight to write home about, censors 
willing. The people who take Arbor 
Day seriously would have been ter- 
ribly upset had they been there. 

“Our chief job was over after 
D-day, but we stayed around a few 
days close to the transports, help-

We're looking ahead to town 
meeting, and in doing so we're look- 
ing back at other town meetings.

They think town meeting’s 
a fine institution, democratic and all 
that, but to take their part in that 
fine institution is asking too much 
of them. The leaders in our com- 
munity life, in our business life, in 
our social life—they should be very 
much in evidence at town meeting. 
They’re the ones who'll sit down in 
a cloistered meeting, formal or in- 
formal, and decide what should be 
done. They’re the ones who sit 


through town meeting without put-| 


ting in a single word as to what 
should be done. They’re the ones 
who sit down in their informal 
gatherings after town meeting and 
cluck-cluck because that old so-and- 
so got up and without much weight 
to his argument managed to sway 
the meeting. 

Come on, responsible citizens: 
show that you can shoulder your 
responsibility.
